Whereas,. The Legislature. of the State 


of California, at Its thirty-second session; 
beginning on the fourth day of January, 
A. D. 1S97, two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two housea of said 
Legislature, voting In favor thereof, pro- 
posed the ' following described amend- 
ments to the Constitution of tho State of 
California, to-wlt: 


Amendment Number One. 


(Betas Senate Constitutional Amendment 


No. 41.) 


A resolution to propose to tho people of 


the State of California an amendment to 
section eighteen of article eleven of the. 
Constitution, in relation to revenue and 
taxation, by which It Is proposed to 
amend said section to read as follows: 


Section IS. No county, city, town, town- 


ship, board of education or school district 
shall incur any Indebtedness or liability 
In any manner or for any purpose exceed- 
ing In any year the Income and revenue 
.provided for it for such year, without the 
assent of two-thirds of'tha qualified elec- 
tors thereof, voting at an election to be 
held for that purpose, nor "unless before, 
or at tho time of Incurring such indebted- 
ness, provision shall be rt.ade for the col- 
lection of an annual tax sufficient to pay 
the. interest on such indebtedness as It 
falls due, and also provision to constitute 
a sinking fund for tha payment of 'the 
principal thereof on or before maturity, 
which shall not exceed forty years from 
the time of contracting the same; pro- 
vided, howevor, that the city and county 
pf San Francisco may at any time pay 
the .unpaid claims with interest thereon 
lor materials furnished to and work done 
for said city and county during tho forty- 
third and forty-fourth fiscal years, out of 
the income and revenue of any succeed- 
ing- year or years; provided, that any and 
all claims for maklnjf, repairing, altering, 
or for any work done upon or for. any ma- 
terial furnished for any street, lane, alley, 
court, place or sidewalk, or for the con- 
struction of any sewer or sewers in said 
city and county are hereby exceptod from 
the provisions o£ this r-ectlon; and in de- 
termining any. claim permitted to be paid 
by this section, no statute of limitations 
shall apply in any manner; and provided 
further, that the city of Vallejo, In So- 
lano county, may pay its existing indebted- 
ness incurred In the construction of its 
Tater-wbrks, -whenever'two-thirds of the 
Plectoraithoreof voting'fit"an election-held 
for; thflt.-pucpose, shall'Jso decide. Any. In- 
d6b,tednesS(;n'r liability incurred -contrary 
to this provlsion,:With :the exception here- 
inbefore recited, shall be void.

nated as section seven and one-half, ar- 
ticle eleven thereof, providing for the 
framing, by the inhabitants of counties, 
of local county, government acts for their 
own government. The said proposed,new 
section to read as follows1. 


Section 7%. The inhabitants of any coun- 
ty may frame a cpjinty government act 
for their own government, relating- to the 
matters hereinafter specified, and con- 
sistent with, and subject to, tho Consti- 
tution and laws of this State, by causing 
a board ot fifteen freeholders, who have 
been, for at least five years, qualified 
•electors of such county, to be elected by 
the qualified electors of such .county, at 
any general or special election, whose 
duty It shall be, within ninety days after 
such election,- to prepare a.nd propose a 
county government, act for such county, 
which shall bo signed in duplicate by the 
nembers of such board, or a majority of 
hem, 
and returned, one copy thereof to 


he Board of Supervisors or other legls- 
ative body of such county, and the other 
opy to be sent to the Recorder of deeds 
f the county. Such proposed county gov- 


ernment act shall then be published In 
wo papers of general circulation In such 
county, or if there be not two such pa- 
jers, then-in one only, for at least twenty 
daysVaria-wlthln not less than thirty days 
ifte'r such publlcatioirit. shall be submit-' 
;ed,-to-the: qualified electors ofsueh coun- 
,y, at a. general or special election, end 
f'a majority of such qualified electors 
voting thereon shall ratify the same. It 
shall thereafter be submitted to the Leg- 
slature for its rejection or approval, as 
a whole, without power of alteration or 
amendment, and If approved by a major- 
ty oC the members elected to each house, 
_t shall be the county government aot of 
such county, and shall In such case be- 
come the organic law thereof and super- 
sede any existing county government act, 
and all amendments thereof, and all spe- 
cial laws Inconsistent with such county 
government act.

Amendment Number Three. 


(Being Senate Constitutional Amendment 


No. «.) 


A resolution proposing to the people of 


the State of California an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State, by adding 
a new "section, to be known and desig- 
nated as section five and one-half, nrtlcl* 
six, thereby providing for the organiza- 
tion of a court, to be known as Iho Court 
of Claims. The said proposed new section 
to read as follows: 
Section 61£. The Court o£ Claims shall 


consist of any three Judges of the Su- 
perior Court, who may be requested by 
the Governor to hold court at the regular 
terms thereof. The Court of Claims shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction to hear and 
determine all claims of every kind and 
character against the State, under such 
laws ca may be passed by the Legisla- 
ture, and its judgment thereon shall bo 
final. The terms b£ tho Court of Claims 
shall bo held as follows: 
In the city of Los Angeles, commencing 


on tho second Monday ot March; 
In ths city and county o£ San Francis-
